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New city, county EDC’s hope |

to spur more economic growth |

Economic growth and business 
expansion in the private sector is being 
given a boost by the city government's 
approval of the Boyne City Economic 
Development: Corporation (EDC). 

And the idea is appealing enough to 
at least one resident in each of the three 
cities in the county to form a Charlevoix 
County EDC. 

The EDC of Boyne City was approved 


by the city council in January of 1980. - 


County commissioners have yet to 
receive written request for, approval 
from Charlevoix County EDC incorpor- 
ators, Denny Jason of East Jordan, 
John Kujawski of Boyne City and Lee 
Moerland of Charlevoix. 

“The purpose of an Economic 
Development Corporation is to provide 
a mechanism for commercial or in- 
dustrial growth, It’s a non-profit organ- 
ization that is designed to aid business 
expansion or bring in industry that 
would provide more employment in the 
area,’’ explains Richard May. an at- 
torney who is chairman of the Boyne 
City EDC. 

Once an economic development cor- 
poration is approved hy its local unit of 
government, it is constituted as a 
non-profit organization that encourages 
economic growth by issuing tax free 
bonds. According to May, banks are the 


usual lending sources for EDC 
financing. 
“The bonds are tax exempt. so the 


bank can lend money at a lower rate of 
interest. The interest that the bank 
would earn on the bonds is not 
considered taxable income. Therefore, 
there is the incentive of lower interest 
rates (o make EDC financing attractive 
to the borrower." 

Mav adds that the lending bank 
would have a mortgage on the property 


and would be in the same position as a 


conventional lendor in the case of a 
default. 

The city has no liabifity. The corpor- 
ation is liable on the bonds as well as 
the developer who borrowed the money. 
The EDC secures the bonds and buys 
assignment Of the lease on the 
property,”’ he savs. 

The Bovne City EDC ts restricted to 
financing projects within the city limits. 
May explains that for a project to be 
cost. effective, a request of about 
$250.000 would be necessary. To date 
‘the EDC has received no applications, 
Applications from industry owners may 
~ depend on the establishment of an 
industrial park. 

Once an application is. approved by 
the EDC, the applying corporation must 
submit it to the planning commission: 
and the city commission. 

' There are no costs to the city. Says 
“May. “Any costs incurred’ in. the 
process of the project would be paid for 
-by the applicant. EDC directors have 
received no compensation so far and 
there are no plans for them to receive 
compensation in the future. even 
though statuatory law allows a per diem 
tate of not more than $50."" 

State statutes have made economic 
development corporations possible as a 


vehicle to service industrial and com: 


mercial enterprise. The corporation 


should be used to alleviate and prevent

unemployment. Under Public Act 388 of 
1974, ‘'...Itis accordingly necessary to 
assist and retain local industries and 
commercial enterprises to strengthen 
and revitalize the economy of this state 
and its municipalities.’ 

Because of ithe Tedutal law: the dollar 
amount of a project that can be financed 
by. industrial revenue bonds is limited 
to: $f million dollars free of any 
restrictions on capital expenditures, or 
$10 million dollars. subject to the 
limitation that the company's expendi- 
tures over a period of three years before 
and three years after the date of 


issuance may not exceed $10 million. 
Capital expenditures exceeding 


this 


primary function of the IDC is to acquire 
land and then make that property 
available to industry at a nominal cost. 

Charles Burleigh is an expert in this 
area. He is an attorney with the Miller, 
Canfield, Paddock and Stone firm of 
Detroit. which handled the revenue 
bonds for Medusa Cement Company's 
expansion project. Burleigh says, ‘In 
economically hard times there is 
pressure to do something to alleviate a 
disadvantaged climate. An EDC can 
offer assistance when the opportunity 
for more employment-presents itself.”’ 

Burleigh, who would like to represent 
the Charlevoix County EDC as bond 
counsel adds, ‘‘It's nice to have an EDC

Although economic development cor- 
porations are relatively new to the area, 
industria] development corporations dre 
not. Charlevoix and East Jordan have 
had active IDC’s which have been 
responsible for bringing industry to the 
area and making land available and 
suitable for industrial purposes. 

Walter Thorsen. president of the East 
Jordan IDC, says. ‘'The East Jordan 
IDC was formed fo bring Mt. Clemens 
Metal Products to East Jordan in 1954.. 
We have been active since then," 

The IDC was responsible for bringing 
ITT Circuit Controt to East Jordan in. 
1961, In 1963 an industrial park was 
completed. Due. to the efforts of IDC. 
Whit-Son Carbide and WRW Stamping 
Plant are now located in the park. 
There are no tax free advantages to 
buvers ‘of bonds) from industrial 
development corporations. such as the -

According to Burleigh. . some 
economic development corporations in 
the state have proven to be quite 
successful. 

“Some have financed millions and 
even hundreds. of millions of dollars for 
business expansion in their areas. The 
EDC in Port Huron has recently issued 
$15 million in bonds for a plant that 
manufactures production equipment.” 

“Many times, when economic 
development corporations are incor- 
porated, you'll find projects coming out 
of the woodwork.’ Burleigh concludes. 

Scott Beatty. Charlevoix County 
prosecutor, savs that he has looked over 
the legal mechanism for formation. 
‘Speaking as a citizen. I think having 
an EDC for the county is a good idea. No 
money comes out of the treasury and it 
gives industry an incentive to séttle in

The three petitioners for the Char- 
levoix County EDC include John 
Kujawski, a county road commissioner, 
Denny Jason, a member of the county 
planning commission; and _ Lee 
Moerland, a county commissioner. 

According to Jason, the articles for 
incorporation have been signed by 
Kujawski and himself. After Moerland 
signs the articles they will be sub- 
mitted to the county commission for 
approval. 

‘The initiators may not be appointed 
tO serve as commissioners of the 
Charlevoix County EDC. Personally. | 
don't care if I'm appointed. I just think 
that it's important that the county have 
one. A county EDC can represent the 
townships that may not be included by a 
city's EDC,”’ says Jason. 

He adds that a county EDC would not 
really be competing with a city EDC's. 


It should profit the entire area, he feels. _ 


County commissioner John Haggard 
says, ''Anything we can do to entice 
tourists or small manufacturers to the 
area is beneficial to the county as a 
whole. Economic development may be 
needed more in the Boyne City and East 
Jordan areas of the county. The city of 
Charlevoix is less than the state 
average, however, the east side of the 
county is far more depressed econo- 
mically than Charlevoix.” 

“Any measure taken to stimulate 
growth in the eastern half of the county 
will help the county as a whole,” 
Haggard concludes. 

A request for EDC financing will be 
brought before the county commis- 
sioners at their next meeting on Dec. 
23. despite the fact that the Charlevoix 
County EDC has not vet been ap- 
proved. 

Richard Georgi, one of the developers 
of the proposed addition to the 
Weathervane Terrace Hotel in Char- 
levoix says, ‘If we don't make a formal 
request now it may preclude us from 
receiving EDC financing at a later 
date.”" 

The Boyne City EDC has not received 
any financing requests. Its incorpor- 
ators have been accumulating 
community data pertinent to economic 
growth in Boyne City. 

An information booklet that the 
Boyne City EDC plans to publish and 
circulate will include services avatlable 
to industry, tax base information, 
current earning levels, existing labor 
organizations, site data and transpor- 
tation routes, ‘We are waiting for 
accurate census data before we 
publish,’’ says May. 

“At this time we are educating 
ourselves by getting familiar with other 
economic development corporations. 
We are learning by observing their 
mistakes and success.’’ adds May. 

He believes that the people who 
request Boyne City EDC loans will be 
those who enjov and wish to live in 
northern Michigan. ‘‘We don't have 
the transportation facilities for large 
manufacturers. The industries here now 
are assembly oriented auto or defense 
plants."" 

May concludes that if there is a 
diversification of industry that moves 

into Boyne City, the community will 
experience a much more beneficial and 
stable economy.

When frost is deep, 
faucets will go on 


BOYNE CITY - That time of year is 
coming when once again a number of 
kitchen faucets will run a thread of 
water day and night. 

City Hall will announce to the media 
as soon as the frost goes deep enough to 
endanger the flow of water through 
mains ata number of points around the 
city. Then the old north country remedy 
to prevent frozen water pipes will go 
into action. 

The old mains, laid four feet under 
the streets. freeze—possibly because of 
modern proficiency in clearing snow 
from the streets. 

More likely, according to City 
Manager Tim: Clifton, they freeze up 
because the build-up inside the old 
mains leaves a smaller tunnel for water 
flow, making a freeze more likely then 
when the pipes were first laid down. 

Pipes also freeze up where builders 
occasionally connected water service to 
homes and did not bury pipes deep 
enough. 

Customers ask why not dig up the old 
mains, but Clifton ae it would cost a

Mains, however, are being 
replaced gradually, starting with those 
in the worst condition. 
' He says the new ones are put in along 
the side of the street, for less expensive 
repair in future years, And they are laid 
six, not four feet down. Besides that, 
drifts of snow from street clearance pile 
another insulating layer on top of them.

Charlevoix County has good parti- 
cipation in 4-H and last year's figures 
showed nearly 600 participants in 4-H, 
‘This vear looks real good so far,"’ says 
Leah Green, 4-H program assistant for 
Charlevoix County. ‘‘All of our groups 
havent filled reports vet for this year.” 
she explained. 

4-H groups vary in size from one 
member to as many as 21. They vary in 
interests from service groups. raising 
money for some worthy cause, to groups 
that are primarily interested in craft- 
ing...and yes, there are groups that 
cook, study horses, and raise animals. 

On Dec. 10, a horseless horse group 
met in East Jordan to begin their study 
of horses. This club is comprised of 
youth, ages nine to t2, who are going to 
be studying horses from the basics. One 
of their exercises at this meeting was a 
little quiz about horses. It asked the 
youth to ‘find a person with sorrel 
colored hair?"’ that’s red. 

There were other questions where 
they related people to horse shoe sizes. 


foretops. and socks. These questions 
wiere designed to teach as well as 
determine what knowledge they already 
possessed regarding horses. Their 
meetings are conducted in parlimen- 


‘tary style and they have officers. Lori 


Héaley is, the president of this horse- 
less horse club, and she called the 
meeting to order and conducted it. 

After the quiz and business portion of 
the meeting. the youth all had the 
opportunity of learning how to properly 
mount a horse, where to put their feet 
and how to hold the reins. There were 
three junior leaders who assisted in this 
portion of the program. These were 
older girls:from other 4-H groups who 
do own horses, 


This group is led by Beverly Walker 


and much of her teaching will be done 
with the aid of 4-H manuals for 
members and much allied material trom 
the 4-H office. 

Another type of group is led by Nancy 
Brooks in Boyne Falls. Called the City 
Slickers, this group is interested in a 
variety of projects. There are about a 
dozen youth in this group and many of 
their projects are short term so they 
move from project to project. They do 
crafting, baking, gardening. candy and 
cake decorating. Mrs. Brooks’ own 
children each began in 4-H at about age 
5. Apparently 4-H is a good place to find 
things to interest all ages. 

Robert Schmoldt is the leader of the 
North Bay Market Livestock Club and 
has more than a dozen children in his 
group, from nine to 16 years of age.

Less than one percent care 
about nuclear evacuation 


On Manday night [ attended the 
‘*public’’ meeting which was scheduled 
to discuss state and local off-site plans 
for responding to any — potential 
emergency situation connected with the 
Big Rock Point Fixed Nuclear Power 
Facility owned by Consumers Power, 

The intended purpose of the meeting 
was to dequaint the ‘public’ with the 
contents of these plans and to answer 
questions about them, 

This meeting was held for Emmet and 
Charlevoix Counties and the plans 
covered both counties. Sergeant Jim 
Tyler of the Michigan State Police 
conducted the meeting and did an 
excellent job of keeping everyone on the 
subject. of the plans and = off the 
discussion of “nukes or no nukes.” 

In attendance were some 25 persons 
and seven speakers. Of the 25 in the 
audience, at least three were from area 
radio stations and newspapers and 
another two or three were emploved by 


Consumers Power or the Nuclear 
Repulatory Coninission, 

The remaining audience was ap- 
parently filled with the 20 persons 


interested in the nuclear emergency 
plans for Charlevoix and Emmet 
Counties, 

As the meeting progressed | realized 
how very litde E know about the plant, 
nuclear power, and the — situations 
surrounding them. Most in the audience 
were better informed than L. 

But what vou will read abaut the 
mecting will come from me...or one of 
the other media representatives. In the 


next tew weeks IT plan on learning a lot 
more about the situation, but for now 
what you'll get will come from my 
current knowledge and my prejudices.

Until 1 attended this week's Boyne 
Falls School Board meeting, I did not 
realize the full impact that state budget 
cuts can have on schools. 

A letter addressed to the schoo} board 
was read by school superintendent Ray 
Mouch. The letter contained bad news. 
Now that the school board has deter- 
mined the district’s budget, the state is 
going to drastically reduce the amount 
of dollars it had previously allocated. 

A bill that Governor Milliken recently 
signed will decrease aid to in-formula 
schools by 30 percent. Out-of-formula 
schools like Boyne Falls will suffer 
another 50 of the original 30 percent 
state aid cut. This means that the 
amount of money Boyne Falls received 
from the state for last year will be 
teduced to approximately one third for 
the 1980-81 school year. 

In-formula and out-of-formula schools 
are determined by property. valuations.

It's time for holiday cookies . 


Now is the time to make cookies for 
the holidays. 1 am sure that most 
everyone has her own special cookies. 

I like to make them and give them to 
young working mothers who do not have 
time to do much baking. Here is a 
sample of some of my favorites. 

My children loved these gum drop 
cookies. The recipe is a small one but it 
is very easy to double all of the 
ingredients if you wish. 


GUM DROP COOKIES 
‘A cup shortening 
‘A cup brown sugar 
'’2 cup white sugar 


J. teaspoon vanilla 
“1 cup flour 


‘A teaspoon soda 

‘4 teaspoon baking powder 

'% teaspoon salt 

‘A cup grated coconut or nut meats 
’“ cup small gum drops 

1 cup quick cooking oatmeal 

I beaten egg. 


Use any color gum drops except 
black. They should be cut into smail 
pieces (‘4 to ‘4 in.). Kitchen shears are 
best for this. Dip the shears in hot water 
occasionally if they get too. sticky. 
Cream shortening, sugars and vanilla 
until light and fluffy, add the flour 
mixed with the soda, baking powder 
and salt alternately with the beaten egg. 
Add the coconut or nut meats, gum 
drops and oatmeal, Stir to mix and drop 
by teaspoonfuls on to greased cookie 
sheets. Bake 10 minutes at 350 degrees.
